Frank X. Martel, Detroit’s AFL 
chieftain and one of tile hosts, said 
alcohol fumes apparently had col­ 
lected in the air over the 
punch 
bowl. 
Jam es Massaroni, a cook’s union 
official, and P eter Luzi, restaurant 
man, were seriously burned. 
Police and firemen investigated 
in an effort to determ ine exactly 
what caused the 
punch 
bowl’s 
contents to blow up. 
Guests told of heroics 
in 
the 
rescue work. 
Judge Jayne was one who leap­ 
ed to the aid of the injured, some 
of whom were shocked into near 
helplessness. 
The elderly jurist, ignoring his 
own safety, seized

and 
clasped the editor-colum nist tight­ 
ly to his breast, smothering the 
flames. 
Judge Jayne himself was b u rn ­ 
ed but was released after hospital 
treatment.

One Soldier Killed;

Knauff, wife of an American soldier, now 
a civilian employe of the U. S. army at 
Frankfurt, Germany, applied for admission 
to this country, Aug. 14, 1948 under the 
war brides act. but was excluded by order 
of Tom C. Clark, then attorney general and 
now a supreme court justice.

order excluding Mrs. Knauff, 
Clark reported that she was formerly a 
paid agent of the Czechoslovakian govern­ 
ment and reported on American personnel 
assigned to the civil censorship division in 
Germany.

Tobey, Morse 
Face Contests 


BY MARQUIS CHILDS 
Washington. — The Republican party is 
engaged in a kind of spiritual wrestling 
match in search of its soul. This pursuit of 
a policy that will carry 
the party to that long de­ 
layed victory can be a 
salutary exercise. 
It 
should 
unlimber 
muscles long unused and 
stir brain cells that have 
not 
been 
disturbed for 
many a moon. So much 
of our political life, both 
Republican 
and 
Demo­ 
cratic, 
coasts 
along 
on 
tired cliches out of the 
past. 
But the Republicans who ore trying to 
frame a policy statement should not forget 
the old adage that actions speak 
louder 
than words. This applies with particular 
force to certain of the primary contasts in 
the party this spring and, above all, to two 
contests where the fate 
of 
Republican 
senators with an independent voting rec­ 
ord is at stake. 
FEAR OLD GUARD 
One 
is 
Charles Tobey of New Hamp­ 
shire. On the other side of the continent is 
Wayne Morse of Oregon. While they may 
be unduly apprehensive, both 
men 
are 
fearful that old guard Republicanism is out 
to knock them off. 
The case of Tobey is particularly inter­ 
esting. He is being onposed in the Republi­ 
can primary by J. Wesley Powell, who up 
until a short time ago was administrative 
assistant in Washington to 
New 
Hamp­ 
shire’s other senator, Styles Bridges. Pow­ 
ell is a 34-ycar-old disabled air force vet­ 
eran who served Bridges before the war 
and after his return. 
Bridges declares that he is staying strict­ 
ly neutral in this contest, 
although it is 
hard to sen how this is possible since Pow­ 
ell is in a sense his protege. Furthermore, 
the relationship between the two senators 
has been distinctly cool and they 
have 
more often than not been on the opposite 
side of major issues. 
But the chief concern of Tobey’s backers 
is over the possibility that the state will be 
flooded with money from wealthy interests 
outside New Hampshire. On several occa­ 
sions by his forthright demand for investi­ 
gation of deals engineered by insiders in 
the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation, 
Tobey has offended powerful railroad in­ 
terests. 
His indepedent voting record has 
offended some of the moguls in his 
own 
party. 
VOTED WITH DEMOCRATS 
Morse 
has likewise asserted his inde­ 
pendence by voting more often with the 
Democrats than the Republicans. He was, 
for example, one of 15 senators who voted 
for the confirmation of Leland Olds to be 
a member of the Federal Power commis­ 
sion. Such votes, together 
with 
Morse’s 
forthrightness in speaking his mind on 
controversial issues, has antagonized pri­ 
vate utility managers and lumbermen in 
his state. 
Thus 
far 
no rival candidate has an­ 
nounced for the contest. 
The final filing 
date is March IO. But the report here is 
that Vice Admiral Thomas L. Catch is be­ 
ing readied to run against Morse, with em­ 
phasis on his wartime role in the Pacific. 
Morse’s case is more complicated than 
that of Tobey. 
In Oregon, a new labor- 
liberal element is breathing life into the 
moribund Democratic party in the hope 
that before too long it will offer the Re­ 
publicans some real competition in what 
has been almost a one-party state. 
This labor-liberal element is suspicious 
of Morse, charging him with reverting to 
old-line Republicanism in election years. 
That is the attitude expressed by Richard 
L. Neuberger of Oregon in 
The 
Nation. 
Neuberger, Democratic state senator, ques­ 
tions Morse’s stand in opposition to the Co­ 
lumbia Valley authority. 
The fate of an independent Republican 
cojtld hardly be better illustrated. 
If he 
deviates from the Old Guard 
line, 
he 
draws the fire of the jealous bosses of his 
own party. If he sails to meet every lib­ 
eral-labor test, he becomes suspect on that 
side of the fence. 
Men such as Morse, Tobey and Senator 
George Aiken of Vermont are in one of the 
oldest and most vigorous of Republican 
traditions. It is the tradition of Norris of 
Nebraska, 
Lafollette of Wisconsin 
and 
Borah of Idaho. No party line determined 
the views of those independents. 
If the Republican party is to be purged 
of their interiors, it will be poorer 
even 
than it is today. 
Not all the policy state­ 
ments in the world will make up for such 
a loss.

The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

Washington.—-Only a handful of Repub­ 
licans know all the details, 
but 
General 
MacArthur had much more to do with 
stirring up the current 
furor over Formosa than 
even the state department 
realizes. 
The 
general 
may 
oi 
may not have meant to 
throw a political bomb­ 
shell, he he has certainly 
caused 
more 
political 
headaches 
and 
come 
nearer to splitting the bi­ 
partisan 
foreign 
policy 
than 
anything 
in 
ten 
years—though, of course, Britain’s simul­ 
taneous recognition of China also helped. 
What MacArthur did was to have stern, 
private talks with visiting GOP congress­ 
men, especially bustling Senator 
Know- 
lnrd of California, plodding Senator Fer­ 
guson of Michigan, and fussy ex-Princeton 
professor Smith of New Jersey. 
MacAr­ 
thur^ lectures were delivered in a confi­ 
dential manner with severe instructions 
that he was not to be quoted. His language 
was also stiffer to the congressmen than in 
his reports to the army. 
Usually he started by saying something 
like this: 
“I have not been consulted by Washing­ 
ton on strategy in the Far East, and par­ 
ticularly on Formosa. If Formosa falls, the 
cold war is lost. Russia will control India 
in two years, and our position in Japan 
will be untenable. Russia now has 40,OOO 
troops in fortified islands to our north.” 
Those 
who 
raised a delicate question 
about Chiang Kai-shek’s integrity receiv­ 
ed a haughty: “The generalissimo is one of 
the great men to come out of the war. Ile 
was shamefully sold down the river 
at 
Yalta and Potsdam. He has been smeared 
by the apologizers and the radicals. 
Yes. 
there has been corruption in the Chiang 
regime, but it is a product of his environ­ 
ment and tradition, and no fault of Chiang 
himself.” 
MacArthur 
seemed to take pleasure in 
overriding the state department in sending 
two of the senators—Ferguson and Smith 
—to Formosa. After the state department 
vetoed airpline flights to Formosa for the 
two senators, MacArthur sent the two sen­ 
ators by a special plane with a guide from 
his own staff. 
Note 
I — Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson, who also made a big try for U. S. 
intervention in Formosa, is peeved at Gen­ 
eral MacArthur^ extracurricular 
show­ 
manship, due to the fact that 
Assistant 
Secretary of Army Tracy Voorhees 
was 
especially sent to Tokyo in December to 
consuult MacArthur and bring 
back 
his 
views. However, MacArthur gave 
Voor­ 
hees no such alarming views as he gave 
the wide-eyed congressmen. 
Note 2—Though not as eloquent as Mac­ 
Arthur, Adm. Arthur W. Radford also ar­ 
gued to congressmen who stopped off in 
Honolulu that Pacific fleet units 
should 
cover Formosa. 


KICKBACK AFTERMATH 


Judges sometimes have peculiar ways of 
handing down impartial justice. 
Many years ago, when U. S. Judge Hen­ 
ry A. Schweinhaut of the District of Co­ 
lumbia was a babe in arms, he was pushed 
around in his carriage by a young woman 
named Helen Campbell, a neighbor of the 
Schweinhaut family. 
Years 
later, Miss Campbell, 63, gray­ 
haired and in need of a friend, came be­ 
fore Judge Schweinhaut, now in the prime 
of his life. 
As secretary to Congressman 
Parnell Thomas, she had been instructed 
by Thomas to arrange for certain salary 
kickbacks and, as a result of carrying out 
orders, had been indicted, along with the 
congressman. 
But 
when 
her 
case came before the 
judge 
whom 
Miss Campbell had once 
wheeled in a baby carriage, 
he showed 
great compassion for 
the 
congressman, 
r ave him several postponements on the 
ground of ill health. In doing so, the judge 
let his former nurse remain under 
the 
crushing stigma of an indictment for one 
whole year, during which she was barely 
able to make a living. 
Finally, 
another 
judge took the case 
with less compassion 
for 
Congressman 
Thomas, more compassion for Miss Camp­ 
bell. 
Judge 
Alexander Holtzoff refused 
further postponements, and in the end dis­ 
missed the case against Miss Campbell. 
Howveer, due to more than one year’s 
delay. 
Miss Campbell has lost her civil 
service standing, cannot get employment 
again in the government—thanks to lite 
postponements of the judge she once push­ 
ed around in his baby carriage.

Jan. 9. 
Today 
Braun 
pleaded 
guilty to the lesser charge of as­ 
sault with a dangerous* weapon. 
At the time of the shooting, of­ 
ficers reported that Tourangeau

rifle bullet

about two Inches long and one- 
quarter inch deep in the right 
shoulder. 
The wound was 
not 
serious.

Washington, Jan. 18 (/P)—Law­ 
makers concerned about the aw­ 
ful possibilities of an “H-bomb” 
—maybe a thousand times as 
ruinous as an A-bomb—are due 
to get the military’s views on it 
tomorrow. 
Some 
conservative 
estimates 
rate such a hydrogen bomb as 
“only” twice as powerful as the 
city-smashing atomic bomb. 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, the na­ 
tion’s top military man, is expect­ 
ed to testify before the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy committee 
at that time, behind locked doors. 
An 
undercover 
quarrel 
over 
what to do about making, or not 
making, a super-destructive bomb 
powered by hydrogen already has 
the capital upset. 
The atomic committee finds it­ 
self in the middle of the contro­ 
versy. It has asked defense, dip­ 
lomatic and atomic experts to 
give their advice. Some experts 
from the Atomic 
Energy 
Com­ 
mission were on its list for a pri­ 
vate session this afternoon. 
Up until now the argument has 
gone on in the top-secret levels 
of the administration and Con­ 
gress. It has now become so bit­ 
ter and the factors involved so 
fundamental that 
some 
of 
the 
participants are inclined to bring 
the row out before the public. 
The big, and 
necessarily 
long, 
question is this: 
Should the United States em­ 
bark on the making of 
a 
new 
weapon which could kill many 
times the 78,000 who died when a 
relatively old and inferior atomic 
bomb was dropped on the Japa­ 
nese city of Hiroshima, and per­ 
haps destroy everything living or 
standing on hundreds of square 
miles of land? 
From this stems a whole series 
of profound questions, like these: 
1. 
Does 
Russia’s 
alarmingly 
swift progress in the atomic bomb 
race justify the venture of an H- 
bomb to beat the Soviets to the 
draw with such a weapon? 
2. Or should Moscow again be 
offered a chance to agree on in­ 
ternational atomic control before 
the American decision to man­ 
ufacture the new bomb is made? 
3. Would the bomb, because of 
the fantastic deadliness and scope 
of destruction of civilians and cit­ 
ies, 
be 
internationally 
moral? 
Some scientists who contributed 
notably to invention of the atomic 
bomb are reported reluctant to 
give a hand to making the new 
and terrible weapon. 
4. In wartime, how much of a 
drain would the manufacture be 
on the nation’s material and man­ 
power? How much would it cost? 


5. Can a hydrogen bomb 
be 
made and 
exploded? 
Yes, 
the 
weight of scientific authority ap­ 
pears to answer. 
Gen. Bradley, mild - mannered 
infantryman, until now has been 
concerned only with the prob­ 
lem of killing enemy soldiers. 
Now, as chairman of 
the 
joint 
chiefs of staff, he must state the 
military’s views on an instrument 
whose primary use would be to 
kill enemy civilians 
and 
blast 
beyond repair the places where 
they make the tools of war. 
Bradley—and all other military 
and atomic commission leaders— 
is deeply silent about the hydro­ 
gen bomb project. But specula­ 
tion has swelled in other, less in­ 
hibited 
quarters. These 
pre­ 
dictions of what the bomb could 
do vary widely. 
In the conservative camp are 
some scientists who compute the 
release of energy from a hydro­ 
gen bomb at about twice that re­ 
leased in 
the 
explosion 
of 
a 
uranium-type bomb. 
Over on the other side are peo­ 
ple who talk of a bomb 
1,000 
times 
as 
powerful 
as 
present 
atomic weapons, one whose area 
of destruction would reach out 
over a 40-mile radius instead of 
the two-mile circle of destruction 
for the Hiroshima bomb. 
In 
addition 
to the 
greatly 
boosted blast from an 
H-bomb 
(blast is the force which knocks 
down structures and kills people 
by concussion and flying wreck­ 
age), 
the 
weapon 
presumably 
would have much greater lethal 
effect in radiation 
and 
thermal 
(heat) 
features, 
especially 
the 
latter. 
There seems no reason to be­ 
lieve that the killing rays flashed 
out at the instant of burst would 
be of a different type than any 
other atomic explosion. Their in­ 
tensity and range would be mul­ 
tiplied. 
Of more importance, the very 
nature of hydrogen might make 
the heat from such an explosion 
far more awful than 
even 
the 
millions of degrees developed at 
the core of explosion of a uran­ 
ium-type bomb.

PRINCESS CRACKERS 
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Are Wells Running Dry? 
Dwindling Water Supply 
Menaces Fertile West

New York 
(NEA)—Dwindling 
water reserves have struck hard at 
thousands of the West's fertile 
acres and now menace hundreds of 
thousands more. 
Richly productive 
lands 
are 
falling idle at the very time the 
huge food demands of a rising pop­ 
ulation call for greater and great­ 
er output. 
The water story of the West is 
simply told: There isn’t enough 
water, never has been, never will 
be. 
Competition 
for 
available 
stores is reaching the frenzied 
stage. Not only are old irrigated 
lands threatened: pressure to bring 
new lands under the plow 
is at 
record pitch. 
Water for irrigation is largely a 
western affair because rainfall in 
the 17 western states averages less 
than a sparse 15 inches a year. In 
the hot, sprawling Colorado river 
basin the sun soaks up 90 percent 
of this total. The streams get most 
of their flow from the melting 
snows of the Rockies, the Sierras 
and other ranges. 
• 
a 
• 
By diverting this flow and tap­ 
ping underground resources 
built 
up over a long span, 
men 
have 
made the parched 
desert 
acres 
bloom. Dams, canals and smaller 
irrigation works have been con­ 
structed at a cost of billions. 
Today some 22,000,000 acres are 
irrigated in those 17 states. They 
include California’s famed Imperi­ 
al and Central valleys, 
Central 
Arizona, the Utah valley, the Rio 
Grande valley in New Mexico, the 
High Plains of West Texas. Some 
of the world’s most valued 
crops 
come from these lands. 
Tho 
Bureau 
of 
Reclamation, 
spearhead of this spectacular ef­ 
fort, plans to add another 5,650.000 
acres to the production rolls in the 
next decade. And 10,350.000 more 
are god enough to reclaim. 
This 
present fiscal year the Bureau 
is 
spending $359,000,000 in the 
17 
states—five times the outlay in 
1940. Water projects in view mean 
expenditure of many additional 
billions. 
Government men estimate 
that 
irrigation today takes about half of 
all the water consumed in Ameri­ 
ca. With 17 billion gallons 
daily 
drawn from underground sources 
j 
and about 60 billion from surface ; 
supplies, irrigated farming is 
the ! 
nation’s biggest user, well 
ahead | 
of industries and cities. 
These heavy withdrawals 
have 
outrun the projects for harnessing 
new sources. Crisis is at the hand 
or just around the corner for the ; 
West’s finest lands. 
An example i s California’s Cen­ 
tral vcalley. Most of the irrigable ■ 


: creage is in the southern half, t4ie 
San Joaquin valley. But tudor- ! 
tunately most of the water is in the 
northern valley of the Sacramento 
river.

In the southern irrigation 
zone ; 
40,000 wells suck up water 
from 
underground reserves. Here in this 
"air-conditioned hothouse” cotton, I 
beans, grapes, peaches and 
many 
other crops grow in lush 
profu­ 


sion. But as they grow the water 
table sinks. It's one of the worst 
areas of over-development in the 
country. 
Thousands of acres have been 
abandoned as wells went dry or 
pumping costs went too high. The 
experts predict the same fate for 
from 400,000 to 800,000 
more 
if 
new water isn’t brought to the 
rescue. 
Luckily a rescue program is al­ 
ready well advanced. The Central 
Valley Project, by a daring system 
of water transfers, will provide 
billions of extra gallons to repen- 
ish the thirsty acres at the valley’s 
southern end. The chief features of 
the plan are now built and the first 
waters are flowing southward. 
The feats of river surgery are 
astounding. The Friant dam, fourth 
largest in the U. S., blocks off the 
San Joaquin, whose waters are 
then pumped 160 miles south via 
canal to the shortage area. To re­ 
place the dammed off San Joaquin 
waters farther downstream, water 
is carried 
from the Sacramento 
across a delta 
channel, 
up-river 
through 
a 
110-mile canal 
and 
dumped into the San Joaquin. 
There’s much more to the over­ 
all project: Eventually there’ll be 
48 dams and 20 large canals. The 
goal is to save 2,000,000 acres now 
producing, and bring another 
3,- 
000,000 into use.

Central Arizona is another 
re­ 
gion crying for water. Ground re­ 
serves, which supply 71 
per cent 
of the state’s needs as against 50 
per cent in California, are 
being 
drawn out twice as fast as water 
is restored. Every year more land 
is being irrigated. 
Damaging salt content is build­ 
ing up in the soils as water levels 
fall. Once useful acres are now idle 
by the thousands. 
Without more 
water, a third 
of some 
725,000 
menaced acres may go out of pro­ 
duction. 
To stave off this disaster, Arizo­ 
na wants a 
$750,000,000 
federal 
project to lift Colorado river wa- 
ter 935 feet from its bed and haul 
it overland to the dry zones. 
But 
California and Arizona have scrap­ 
ped for 27 years over 
rights 
to 
that water and the issue is still un­ 
settled. It is hard to see what other 
hope Arizona has. 
The most extreme over-develop­ 
ment is on Texas High Plains re­ 
gion south of Amarillo. Here in 
1934 some 300 wells irrigated 16.- 
000 acres; now more than 
10,000 
wells supply 
1,000.000 acres. To 
offset this great withdrawal there 
is virtually no replacement water. 
Danger signals will fly high until 
some surface water plan is work­ 
ed out to achieve a sound balance.

In tile great Columbia basin of 
the Pacific Northwest, 40 per cent 
of irrigated

The T. D. Vinette company, 517 
Ludington street, began this week 
the building of 
all-steel 
welded 
hulls for commercial fishing tugs. 
Orders already have been receiv­ 
ed for four units. 
Work has startd on 
two 
hulls 
under the patented Ditchburn Sys­ 
tem, developed by Herbert Ditch­ 
burn, Marine architect of Trenton. 
Ontario, who has been designing 
commercial craft for 28 years. The 
Vinette company has the 
Ditch­ 
burn franchise for all Michigan- 
licensed fishing boats. This system 
was used in building small 
Navy 
tugs the last two years of 
World 
War II. 
The hulls under construction are 
for a 28-foot trapnet boat and a 
30-foot gill net craft. About three 
weeks is required to complete 
a 
hull. The boats will have wooden 
cabins, as specified by the com­ 
mercial fishermen who are

50 Years Old 


Engineering To Be 
Stressed In Future 


By A. C. MONAHAN 
New York, (SS)—The progress 
of the 50-year-old automobile in­ 
dustry is well illustrated here at 
the General Motors “Midcentury 
Motorama,” which was opened to­ 
day with a preview for the press. 
Even more interesting than the 
38 models of 1950 motor vehicles 
are evidences of even better cars 
in the future. 
The automobile industry is defi­ 
nitely looking 
forward 
another 
half century. No decrease in high­ 
way transportation is expected in 
spite of increased use of airways. 
There may be little change in the 
outward looks of a car; the chang­ 
es may be principally in construc­ 
tion mattrials and in mechanism, 
Safety and economy are im port­ 
ant considerations. The economy 
will come in operation and main­ 
tenance costs, not in first costs.

Scientists At Work 
These Cadillacs, Buicks, Oldsmo- 
biles. Pontiacs and Chevrolets on 
display here are the work of en­ 
gineers. But behind the engineers 
are the scientists whose Uibora- 
tory research if? responsible for 
the high-strength alloys used in 
modern cars, the carburetor and 
ignition systems that assure reli­

economical motoring, he declared. 
That may appear illogical, but 
the record shows that it isn’t. As 
an example he pointed out that 
one of General Motors’ major pro­ 
jects is to get more work energy 
out of gasoline, more miles per 
gallon. 
In an engine already tested, he 
stated, “we have found that by 


increasing compression ratio, the 
air-fuel ‘squeeze’ in the engine 
combustion chamber, and design- j 
ing engines with reduced friction 
losses, we can travel from 30 per 
cent to 40 per cent farther on a 
gallon of gasoline.* 
To produce this extra mileage, 
the new engine will require IOO 
octane gasoline. Before the 12- 
to-one compression ratio engine 
can come into wide usage, this 
high octane 
gasoline 
must 
be j 
available in a satisfactory com­ 
mercial manner. 
This is a problem for the oil in­ 
dustry. In all probability, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Crawford, the octane 
number of fuels will continue to 
rise gradually. As it rises, auto­ 
mobile engineers will be in a po­ 
sition to utilize such gains to the 
utmost. In other words, he added, 
we will build more octane num­ 
bers in engines. 


New Atom Smasher 


Model Sets Record 


Stanford University, 
Calif.—A 
world's record in atom 
smashing 
has been set here by a new mach­ 
ine which is still in the prototype 
stage, or as the layman might put 
it, while still in “swadling cloth­ 
es.” 
The precocious scientific “baby” 
is Stanford University's electron 
linear accelerator. At only 14 feet 
of its eventual IGO-foot length, it 
has produced 25 million electron 
volts, Dr. Richard F. 
Post 
and 
Prof. Marvin Chodorow announc­ 
ed at the meeting here of the Am­ 
erican Physical Society. 
While only a fraction of its anti­ 
cipated billion volt output, this 
is still the highest energy obtain­ 
ed to date anywhere with an elec­ 


tron linear accelerator. 
The Stanford scientists plan to 
have 80 feet of the linear acceler­ 
ator operating by next August.

Waste Is Reduced 
In Manufacture 
O f Beet Sugar 


Cambridge, Mass., (SS)—More 
sugar from the sugar bret will be 
possible with a process of treat­ 
ing former wastes, developed here 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and revealed today. 
The new waste treatment in­ 
creases the yield of sugar from 
every ton of beets by about four 
pounds while reducing water con­ 
sumption by at least 320 gallons. 
If adopted by all tho nation’s su­ 
gar beet mills to which it is ap­ 
plicable, the new process could 
save more than 20,000 tons of su­ 


gar a year. It would also •liminal* 
a source of stream pollution which 
annually involves about 3,000,000,- 
OOO gallons of waste water. 
Under this new method, a Ytfjr 
small a m o u n t o f chlorine is dis­ 
solved in the mill’s process waste 
water. 
This 
chlorin# 
destroys 
bacteria and acts chemically to 
make rapid separation of th# non­ 
sugar impurities. The small con­ 
centration of valuable sugar that 
remains in the water can than ba 
recovered, 
sin c e 
the 
chlorin*- 
treated water may be re-used for 
sugar extraction instead of bein* 
discharged as waste.
